\ diſcenſton, brought forththe firſt fruits ofour 
miſeries: ſince which time our prouinces haue 
bene ſotoſt withthe contrarie winds of fortune, 
that fewe could keepe their ores,, orholdethe 
ſterne of gouernement : for whilſt many com-= 
maunded, fewer hauing learned to obey, we ; 
werediſtratted into ſundrie fauors: ſomeasne- | 
uer acquainted with the condition of libertie, 
preferring thertitle of Burgiidie, ſome the neigh- 
bourhoodofthe Empire, ſome of France, and 
others 
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others the alliance with England, cachone be- 
ſtowing their apologies, citherinthe conceirs 
of Gules, Patriats, or malcontents: by meane 
whereofall partsinſteed ofour countrey ſports, 
were ſofilled with tokens of warre,that no place 
was left for good mento bewaile this change. 
But when after long deliberation,we had,as wel 
forourvnion withyou in matters of religion,as 
our preſent neceſſitic both of defence andinter- 
courſe oftrafficke,caſt our ſelues into the armes 
of Englad:ſome hope remained of better ſpeed 
had nor the diuiſionof opinions for a time ſtayd 
her Maicſtics Jaudable endeuors: during which 
conſultation, the Duke of Parma hauing ſpee- 
dilier deliberated, bereucd vs of Antwerpe(the 
key of our prouinces) by which he hath ſince . 

And 
though we tooke hurt by her Maieſties cunta- 
tio, who according to her wonted pietic,ſoughr 
to reconcile our prouinces to Spaine, yet we in- 
termitted not any thingthat might concerne ci- 
ther our ancient alliance, or duties of fubieRes, 
buthaue preferred the honor of her nation be- 
fore any,as our importunart ſute to be ſhadowed 
vnder her wing of iuſtice, and our ſeruice dayly 
attendant, haue made apparant, After which

Agayne thetime betweene 
this triumphant king, & his daughter Mary was 
(in regard of our expeRario)burthorr, in which 
there was no diminution of anything withinthe 
realme, as might appeare as well by the victo- 
ries of that good king Edward,being the hope 
ofEurope, as hisbertering ofthe gold, and (il- 


uer coines.Buthow great her Maicſtics charges 
grew by anew prouiſion of all thing immediat- 
ly after her royall entrie, no man is ignorant, no 
norſtrangers:the dukes Memorancie and Cafl- 
mer greatly praiſing,vpontheir view only of her 


ſtorein the Tower, her carefull and moſt wiſe 


prouidence ; which they would not haue done 
had they knowen any part thereof not to haue | 


| bene other Maieſties coſt . Now the queſtion is

laid a part. Burthey may replie,thathee being 
permitted during his abode in this kingdome 
by generall aflentto vſe thar title, might withour 
her Maieſtics preiudice continue the fame.

The like Czfar Borgia the Spaniard praci- 
ſedwith Meſſire Remiro Dorco, whom he only 
vſed in all murders, treaſons,and oppreſſtons of 
the people. 

Ifthis were the bountie of tyrants to traitors, 
good kingsI hope will not be behind them in 
1uſtpuniſhments, whom they haue exceeded in 
due maintcining iuſtice : as the teſtimonies of 
Dauid that cauſed the Amalec to dy that boſted Reg.2.c.p.
